MILKS CITY, Mont., Junes.—Sher- 


iff Gibb returned last night from the 
Cheyenne agency. The Indian situ- 
ation, he says, is very grave, in- 
deed. He reports 200 or more In- 
dians off the reservation and scat- 
tered in the hills. Their war whoop 
can be heard frequently and the 
dancing continues.

posse, 300 strong, under command 
of Stock Inspector Smith and Cap- 
tain Brown, are now stationed in 
small numbers in and about the 
settlements near the reservation to 
protect the remaining settlers and

Stouch would not deliver the nris- 
oner, Badger, up to the sheriff when 
called upon to Uo so, saying he was 
afraid he would escort Badger off 
the reservation Friday with troops 
•nnd deliver him to the authorities. 
The sheriff placed Captain Stoucb. 
under arrest, but left him at liberty 
until summoned by County At- 
torney Porter. The sheriff also has 
ii warrant for Captain Reid, who 
has charge of the troops 
from 


Fort Ouster, located at the reserva- 
tion. It is not not known among 
the Indians in the hills that Badger 
is in the guardhouse. 
When this 


liecoines known and he is removed 
from the reservation it is feared the 
Indians will make a break to recover 
him if possible. 
If this is done 


there will be great loss of life on 
both sides. The sheriff brought hi 
orders for a large amount of ammu- 
nition and rifles and aribther posse 
of 100 or more will be formed and 
accompany him back to the reserva- 
tion, which he expects to reach 
Thursday night or early 
Friday 


morning. County Attorney T. J. 
Porter has received orders from 
Governor Smith that he direct the 
sheriff to take a posse of all-citizens 
that can be obtained, exhaust all 
means to secure sufficient posse to 
enforce the service of 
warrants 


both on the Indian murderers and 
Indian Agent Stouch, and that the 
militia will be ordered out if neces- 
sary, saying that the law of Mon- 
tana must be enforced with caution 
and firmness.

Rebel George se- 
cured possession of the weapon, beat 
the robber into insensibility, ham- 
mering' Mellon over the head until 
hr ,«s covered with blood. The 
robbery occurred in the- Albemarlo 
edging house, un Seneca street, 
whe?o Knmvlton and Mellon occu- 
pied the same room.

Knowlton is remembered in the

Mr Wight's maul point was to the 
effect that there should be one day 
out of every seven for rest; that 
people need such a day fot physical 
rest, for mental change and for im- 
provement in every way.

a day is also needed for spiritual im- 
provement and for general rest. Mr. 
Wight also said that ho believed no 
man should sit in judgment up- 
on another regarding these things, 
but that he ,lx»lioved that every 
working person should have one 
regular day out of the week in 
which he should be free from his 
regular employment, and tliat if 
sucli a day could not occur on Bun- 
day, then such persons should at 
least have the offer of Saturday or 
Monday.
